The 
convéntion adjourned sine die, so no ticket 
is now possible. P 

United States regular troops will be in 
Wilmington on election day. They will not 
be specifically ordered here, but their pres-. 
ence has nevertheless been arranged in an 
adroit manner.

A battery of artillery at Port Caswell, on 
the Cape Fear River, thirty miles below 


Wilmington, has been ordered to Porto Rico, 
and must first come to Wilmington, in 
order to reach Charleston, 8.

The Red Shirts ’’ paraded the streets of 
Wilmington today. During the progress 
of the procession through the city few shots 
were fired, but as soon as the outskirts were 


reached revolvers were flourished and dis- 


— in a perfect fusillade. Nearly 
mep produced a pistol from his hip 
ed t in the.

The air was blue with smoke 


of Fourth of July. 

The enthusiasm of the crowd having been 
manifested in this warlike way, a number 
of speeches and a barbecue followed. The 
hero of the day was a white man named 
Bullock, who was shot in the riot at Ash- 
pole, a few miles up the railroad from Wil- 
mington, last week. If he had charged up 
San Juan Hill in the battle of Santiago he 
could not have been more petted. 

He proudly displayed the hole in his neck 
which the bullet from a negro’s rifle had 
pierced, he wore the same hat which was 
on his head at the time of the occurrence, 
and he was introduced to everybody with 
more glory to himself than if he had been 

oe Wheeler. Finally he was escorted to the 
platform, greeted with shouts, and com- 
pelled to relate to the admiring throng the 
details of his narrow escape from death. 

: The demonstration of the Red Shirts” 
was the outward and visible sign of the de- 
termination here to prevent the negroes 
from voting. It was a marked contrast to 
the secret meetings which are held here in 
private residences almost nightly, when the 
solid and substantial men of the city gather 
together and report through the captains 
of each block as to the number of men armed 
with Winchesters and rifles. 

Organization Is Complete. | 

This organization, by the way, is absolutely 

complete. The nighly guards around the cot- 


.ton warehouses and turpentine wharves have 


been quadrupled and every arrangement has 
been made for the prompt assembling of 
armed men within a few minutes after an 
alarm has been given. 

There is, doubtless, no other city in the 
country where the business-men, lawyers, 
doctors, and’ even preachers, retire at night 
with Winchester rifles at their bedsides and 
loaded revolvers within equally easy reach. 
There is certainly no other city where every 
white man has been*tarefully polled and his 
fighting capacity and armament carefully 
canvassed. 

It should be emphasized, too, that this is 
not an organization of hot-headed boys, but : 


| embraces the most prominent men in the 


city, who have resolved that there shall be 
no further negro rule. 

The Red Shrit” procession, which, as 
already stated was the visible demonstration 
of popular feeling, passed and repassea 
through the streets of the town. It did not 
lack in amusing features, as, for instance, a 
red-shirted countryman who drove an ox 
cart, but its serious side was evidenced in the 


| glittering handles of many revolvers plainly 


displayed. 

Particular attention was paid, as at Laurin- 
burg the other day, to the negro section of 
the city, the First Ward, where there are 
1,500 negro voters, being thoroughly trav- 
ersed. The negroes gathered along the line 
of march in great numbers. When the Red 
Shirts passed a schoolhouse the little chil- 
dren were given a holiday and assembled 
on the sidewalk to cheer the scarlet riders, 
while their benefit a quaint old North 
Caro character, astride a black mule, 
sang a song of which the first verse was as 
follows; 

The white man went to college, 
The nigger to the field, 
The white man learned the knowledge, 
The nigger learned to steal. 
Negroes Bitterly Denounced. 

Bitter denunciation of the black race was 
the common topic of all the Speakers, and 
every prediction that Republican rule would 
soon end was heralded with wild yells. 
When Iredell Mears, a well-known lawyer 
here, related to the crowd with circum- 
stantial detail how the 6-year-old daughter 
of Mr. T. M. Emerson, the Passenger Agent

burg, who is here practicing before the 
federal court, stirred the audience. Mr. Neal 
is regarded as a conservative talker and cer- 
tafaly in appearance and conversation is as 
mild mannered as Congressman Catchings, 
whom ne resembles. His address, therefore, 
may be summarized as a fair — of the 
campa talk. 

He regretted his inability to te present at 
the Red Shirt rally in Laurinburg, where, he 
said, he would have carriéd a revolver in 
each hip pocket and a Winchester rifle on his 
shoulder and swore by the eternal gods that 
the white men should protect their homes 
agalnst Dan R U and his savages.“ 

He confided to Ris auditors that if the 
speech delivered by the negro chairman of 
the recent Republican convention in Wil- 
mington had been uttered in Richmond 
County, “ there would not have been enough 
left of him to know where he was born.“ 

The time has come,“ he added, when 
we will not tolerate this condition of affairs 
any longer. Ee 


As an example of what “ pluck, nerve, and 


physical courage can do,” Mr. Neal told how 
a white, Republican had been driven out of 
Richmond County by 500 Red Shirts for mak- 
ing a slanderous speech.

No one attempts to disguise mete purpose 


for which such letters as these are pub- 


lished or the wearing of red shirts in the 
parade today, the firing of revolvers, and 
the exciting speeches; it is all a part of a 
deliberately planned warning to the negroes 
not to appear at the polls. The people of 
Wilmingiton have determined that they will 
no longer suffer from misgovernment, and 
as it is better to keep the negro from the 
polls than to kill him after he gets there, 
the plan of frightening him first has been 
adopted. 

It is not without effect. Tonight the negro 
Registrar of Deeds hastens to announce 
that “after the exhibition of public senti- 
ment, as manifested by the parade today,” 
he will not again be a candidate for office. _ 


Close Watch at Washington. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
Close watch is being kept by the official here 
on the critical situation in North Carolina, 
which it seems is getting more desperate as 
election approaches. It is now realized by 
officials of the administration and by those 
at the Republican headquarters that a clash 
is inevitable and much blood will be shed 
and many lives lost if the negroes adhere to 
their determination to exercise the right of 
suffrage in the Tar Heel State. 

No preparations have been made to send 
troops to the North State if a conflict ensues, 
and nothing can be done in this direction. 
Unless the Governor finds the forces at his 
command are unable to cope with the riot- 
ers and makes an appeal to the federal gov- 
ernment for assistance nothing will be done. 

Governor Russell must act promptly if the 


situation should become acute, and even if 


an appeal is made at the first sign of out- 
lawry and troops are sent it will be too late 
to give any protection to the voters and en- 
able them to cast their ballots, and the best 
that can be done will be to protect property 
and restore quiet after the polls close, 

Some of the volunteer troops are stationed 
on the railroads within a few hours’ ride of 
Wilmington. and Laurensburg, and could be 
rushed there with little or no delay, and 
while they would be too late to save the lives 
of many innocent people they would put 
down the rioting in short order.

The fugitive surrendered to his bondsman, 
William H. Wanamaker, in New York on 
Wednesday night and came to this tity early 
this morning. He has been a fugitive since 
May 15, 1891. On that day he failed to ap- 
pear for a hearing, and as a consequence his 
bail bond, $20,000, entered by William * 
Wanamaker, was forfeited. _ 


Wanamaker’s Speech Brings Him. 
Marsh would talk little of his wanderings. 
He said that he had been in Brasil and 
other countries, but that for a long time 
he has been living in the State of Wash- 
ington, earning his living as best he could, 
In explanation of his return Marsh said: 

“TIT read John Wanamaker’s Academy of 
Music speech. out in Washington and I con- 
cluded that since the whole Keystone Bank 
matter had been revived, through no fault 
or act of mine, it would be a good time to 
terminate an unpleasant existence and clear 
the whole thing up once and for all. I 
thought it a duty to my sons to come back 
and face it, while the matter is again afresh 


in the public, mind.“ 


Marsh surrendered. himself in the United 
States District Attorney’s office shortly be- 
fore 4 o’clock in the afternoon. He , 
with his counsel, E. Rufus Shapley, and his 
bondsman, William H. W

the party. He came back under absolutely 
no promise or understanding with the United 
States officials, District Attorney Beck said, 
and will in all probability be called for trial 
during the next term of the District Court,.

Marsh denied emphatically that he had 
any communication with Senator Penrose 
recently or since he fled.

Story of Bank Wreck. 

The report of Marsh's surrender created 
a profound sensation. At first the report 
was discredited, but when it was confirmed 
a great hubbub resulted. The circumstances 
of the sensational collapse of the Keystone 
Bank in 1891, with its attendant arrests, 
Councilmanic investigation, and flight of 
President Marsh are still fresh in the mem- 
ory of most Philadelphians. With the- en- 
tanglement of the affairs of the institution, 
with the misdoings of John Bardsley, then 


of gossip about the events leading up to the 
wreck, there long remained an unsavory 
odor about the bank. Marsh and ‘the as- 

sistant cashier of the bank, Charles Law- 
rence, were arrested on May 4, 1891. An- 

other arrest followed much later, but the de- 

fendant was acquitted. 

Lawrence served a term in thé Eastern 

Penitentiary. Marsh was given a frelim- 

inary hearing before United States Commis- 

sioner Bell. He was compelled to furnish 

a bail bond of $20,000. A further hearing 

was to have been held on May 21.

During Marsh's long absence bis wife ob- 
tained a. divorce from him. 

It was in the latter part of 1800 that ru- 
mors began to circulate that the Keystone 
Bank was in a critical condition. On Dec. 2, 
1890, a run was started on the bank by de- 
positors. Before the bank closed for busi- 
ness on that day $225,000 had been paid out. 
At that time the city had $400,000 in the 
bank. A meeting of the directors was called 
by Marsh for that evening. Mrs. Lucas, the 
widow of John C. Lucas, whose estate was 
said to owe the bank $1,000,000, was at the 
meeting. City Treasurer Bardsley was also 
there.

Northwestern Players Put Through 
the Hardest Practice of the Season 
by Coach Bannard — Wolverine 
Team and Coaches to Arrive This 
Afternoon—Neither Team Especial- 

ly Confident—Report That Purdue 
May Give Chicago a Hard Fight. 
Northwestern has had its last hard 
practice before the Michigan game, and to- 


day will bey given over to simple practice 
work. The team is far from being in 


the year to the followers of the purple if it 
defeats the visiting aggregation. Stories are 
floating around from Ann Arbor that Mich- 
igan expects a cinch, but, while the North- 
western coaches are not sanguine of the re- 
sult, they expect a close game. For this 
they have been giving the team heavy work, 
and yesterday it was if anything increased. 
Tue practice was by all odds the most elab- 
orate of the fall. The scrubs were rein- 
forced by every means possible, and few of 
the men who started the game were in when 
the final whistle blew.

SENATOR HOAR GOES ASTRAY ON THE 
PHILIPPINE QUESTION. 


The Echo de Paris, says a Paris dispatch 
of yesterday, expresses strong approval of 
the speech delivered at Worcester, Mass., 
by Senator Hoar, in which he denounced 
the so-called policy of American extension. 

The paper mentioned quotes the speech 


fully and remarks that all American politi- 


cal men “apparently do not agree with the 
policy of conquest.” 
The Worcester speech of the Senator 


Spaniards, who think the elections for Con- 
gress next week may show an American 
disapproval of the expansion policy and a 
condemnation of the forward policy of the 
President and his Cabinet. 

These things are giving pain to the Sena- 
tor’s friends, as they are unexpected views 
from him, who was regarded a sound, stal- 
wart expansion American. 

With genuine regret one notices a bad 
tinge of mugwumpery creeping into the 
opinions of the venerable Senator. He 
seems to stand in danger of being affected 


_by the virus of that most un-American of 


mugwumps, Professor Norton of Harvard. 
In a recent speech at Worcester Senator 
Hoar fell into the great mistake of regard- 


| ing national expansion as “a greater dan- 


ger than any we have encountered since 
the pilgrims landed at Plymouth.” Among 
other things he is reported as strangely say- 
ing: 

“The danger is that we are to be trans- 
formed from a republic founded on the Dec- 


tion?}, guided by the counsels of Washing- 
ton [he said nothing against national ex- 
pansion],~into a vulgar, commonplace em- 
pire, founded upon physical-force, In the 


ject a nation and to hold it in subjection.” 
This sort of wabbling and weakness on 
the subject of national expansion is not 
what the American people have a right te 
expect from a man of Senator Hoar’s rec- 
ord and attainments. He needs to be 
braced up with a good, deep breath of stur- 
dy popular patriotism$ His views are un- 
consciously jaundiced by looking through 


_the yellow goggles of mugwumpery. 


The venerable Senator needs to take a 
new look at the history of this ever-grow- 
ing and expanding nation and get a right 
and healthy view of the impending events 
which he sees in so false a light. 

Senator Hoar’s invective against physical 
force is surely not the result of a calm sec- 
ond reflective thought. This republic was 
founded on physical force, with Washing- 
ton at the head of the force. The colonies 
contended with Great Britain, after,ex- 
hausting argument, by physical force for 

even years, and got France to help them 
vith physical foree to maintain their con- 
tention. 
About 1848 this republic obtained an 
‘enormous expansion of area from Mexico 
by the use of “ vulgar physical force.“ It 
swept into its keeping all Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, California, and parts of Colo- 
rado, Utah, and other territory, taking from 
Mexico about half its area and giving a few 
millions of dollars for the Gadsden pur- 
chase, but not a cent for all the rest of the 
vast acquisition. 

erhe American union was not more than 
half cemented into a solid nation after the 
revolutionary war, and we should not be a 
united people today if it were not for the 
application of “ vulgar physical force.” The 
“ South long regarded the union as only a 
loose sort of confederacy, which might pull 
itself to pieces whenever it pleased, as 
taught by Jefferson just a century ago, in 
the resolutions of 1798; and as repeated 


union. The result was that fourteen South- 
ern States set up an independent nation—or 
tried to, and would have succeeded but for 
the strong union armies and their applica- 
tion of “vulgar physical force.” This 
statement includes the border States, even 
though they did not formally on paper go 
out of the union, but they were only held 
from doing so by the presence of strong 
Northern armies under Lincoln and the 
physical force which the Massachusetts 
Senator now contemns so much. The se- 
ceding States were all conquered and re- 
claimed by the same kind of force, applied 
for more than four years, and at an enor- 
mous sacrifice of men and money. 

This was really a war of territorial con- 
quest and annexation by which a million 
square miles and sixteen millions of people 
were added to the“ indissoluble”’ part of 
the union by the Republican party and the 
young war Democrats who believed in na- 
tional expansion. 

The reasons for conquering the Spaniards 
in Cuba and for seizing Porta Rico have all 
been set forth and explained to the world a 
thousand times and need not be repeated. 
For like reasons the Philippines were

ANNEXATION OF AUSTIN. 
Tuesday the voters of Cicero are to de- 
termine whether, that part of the town 
known as Austin shall be annexed to Chi- 
cago. The officeholders and their clients, 
who are the noisiest opponents of annexa- 
tion, are endeavoring to persuade the resi- 
dents and property-owners of Austin that 
they will consult their material interests 
by keeping out of the city. The residents 
of Oak Park and other sections of the town 
are told that they will suffer if they let 
Austin go, because the city will get the 
school section and the unannexed part of 
the town will not share in the school fund. 

The Austin people are told that if their 
territory is annexed it cannot be made into 
a ward, but must be tacked on to the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward The territory which it, is 
proposed to take in covers three and a half 
square miles. Therefore under the law it 
must be made a separate ward. It will be 
the Thirty-fitth. It will havetwo Alder- 
men all to itself. If the people elect good 
‘men the special interests of the ward will 
be well looked after, 

The Austin folks are told that if they 
come into the city they will not get as many 
improvements as if they stay out. They 
are told that the Twenty-eighth Ward, ly- 
ing just east of them, which was once a part 
of Cicero, has not been benefited by annexa- 
tion. The facts contradict that assertion. 
There has been expended for school sites 
and buildings in the ward the sum of 8838, 
000. No such amount would have been ex- 
pended had it remained a part of Cicero. 
Fire engine houses have been constructed, 
streets paved, sewers built, and water mains 
laid. The poptlation of the ward has in- 
creased 220 per cent since 1890, a year after 
annexation. The population of Austin in- 
creased in the same time 170 percent. The 
improvement’ due to annexation have 
caused the specially large growth in popu- 
lation in the Twenty-eighth Ward. 

That ward serves also as an illustration 
of the untruthfulness of the assertion that 
in the event of annexation saloons will be 
started in Austin, which is “ prohibition 
territory.” So was—and so is—the strip 
between Forty-eighth and Fifty-second 
| streets annexed some years ago. No sa- 
loons have started there. The truth is the 
people are better protected against saloons 
out of the town than in it, for the Town 
board can repeal the prohibition ordinance 
whenever it chooses, whereas after annex- 
ation it cannot be repealed except by a 
‘popular vote. 

The Austinites are told that their schools 
will suffer if they get out of Cicero. On the 
contrary, the school system will be saved. 
Supreme Court decisions have so limited the

been its practice? To what extent, when 
in power, has it waged war on monopolies?

than they are by declarations as to “ the 


policy” of Altgeld’s party, or any other 


party. The people want deeds, not words. 
The national anti-trust law, of which Sen- 
ator Sherman was the author, was not in- 
troduced as a partisan measure. Congress, 
Republican in both branches at that time, 
did not enact that law because it was such 
a measure. But if any party is entitled to 
credit for the anti-trust law it is the Repub- 
lican party. It was enacted in 1890. What 
did the Cleveland administration do during 
1893-97 to enforce it?

of INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


America’s Future Attitude to the Great 
Powers of the World and to Their 
Territorial Problems. 


In a cartoon lately published by a London 
newspaper the American eagle is depicted 
seated upon a crag, while Uncle Sam, 
measuring the bird with an appreciative 
eye, remarks: ‘‘ Wal, I guess Ill have to 
enter you now for that durned European 
There is undoubtedly a wide- 
spread impression in Great Britain that 

through our acquisition of Porto Rico, 

Hawali, a port in.the Ladrones, and the 
Philippines, we shall be forced to take an 
entirely new position in international af- 
fairs. For this notion there is no ground, 
an the sooner it is dispelled the better. 

In the rivalries and controversies affect- 
ing continental Europe, Africa, and east- 
ern Asia, we shall be no more concerned 
hereafter than we have been in the past. 
Beyond the interest taken by enlightened 
observers in the progress of mankind, it 
will be to us a matter of indifference what 
changes may be witnessed during the twen- 
tieth century in those quarters of the globe. 
With regard to our foreign policy, we shall 
confine ourselves exclusively to the main- 
tenance of liberty in the new world and to 
the conservation of our territories and trade 
in the Pacific. It will be to us of no imme- 
diate moment whether France or Germany 
shall prove the victor in their next tria® of 
strength; whether the dream of Muscovite 
ambition shall or shall not be fulfilled by 
the conquest of Constantinople; whether 
the realm of the Hapsburgs shall be pres- 
ently disrupted, or shall hold together for 
another hundred years; whether Italy shall 
continue to be ruled by the House of Savoy 
or shall be transformed into a federal re- 
public; whether Morocco shall be ultimate- 
ly occupied by Spain or by France or by 
Great Britain; whether England shall be- 
come the avowed owner of Egypt and of the 
whole valley of the Nile; whether Germany 


shall gain possession of parts of Anatolia” 


and Syria; whether France or England shall 
become eventually dominant in the valley 
of the Niger. and whether the South African 
Republic shall or shall not remain an in- 
dependent state. Even the struggle between 
Russia and England for the possession of 
India would have for us no political sig- 
nificance, except so far as the Czar's ac- 
quisition of a territory supporting three 
hundred million human beings would dis- 
turb the balance of power in the far East. 
Toward these and other possible complica- 
tions in all that part of the old world which 
lies west of China, we shall persistently hold 
the attitude of aloofness which was taken 
by President Monroe and which we have 
ever since maintained. On the affirmative 
as well as on the negative side our position 
will remain unaltered. All that we shall 
ask of European powers in the future will 
be just what we have demanded in the past— 
namely: that they shall leave our territories 
and our interests alone and shall attempt 
no interference with any of the republican 
forms of government on this hemisphere. 
The sole international effect of the annex- 
ation of Porto Rico is that our possession 
of that island will assist us to entorce the 
Monroe doctrine and to control the inter- 
oceanic canal, the immediate constructien 
of which is now recognized by our states- 
men as a vital necessity. It is obviously 
not for aggressive purposes but purely as 
a means of defense that the strategic coign 
of vantage afforded by Porto Rico was 
desired. The same thing may be said of 


Hawall, Guam, and the Philippines. They 


are stepping-stones across the Pacific, and 
as such are indispensable to the protection 
of.our trade with China, which is actually 
great and prospectively enormous. It would 
be an act of industrial suicide for us to per- 
mit the constantly increasing surplus of our 


native manufactures to be shut out from 


the market offered by the four hundred 
million subjects of the Celestial Emperor. 
Whatever treaty rights of commerce we 
now possess in the middle kingdom it is our 
duty to keep, and it may possibly happen 
that in pursuance of this end we may be 
driven to codperate with other powers in 
the support of what is left of China's terri- 
torial integrity. Here, again, however, it 
will be observed that we should act vith a 
defensive and not with an aggressive aim. 
Nor should we infringe thereby the tradi- 


tional principles of our foreign policy. On 
the contrary, we should be pursuing pre- 
_ cisely the same path upon which we entered 


when we dispatched naval expeditions 
against Japan and Corea. 

To otect American citizens is the pri- 
mary’ obligation of our federal govern- 
ment, such protection involves the 
preservation of those commercial oppor- 
tunities which are of great and continually 
growing importance to our industrial pop- 
ulation. We do not covet an inch of ground 
on the mainland of Asia; all we demand is 
that our treaty rights shall not be subject 
to. impairment by the plots for the dismem- 
berment of China which are concocted by 


European powers.

Roumania, and of Denmark are all more 
or less closely related to the Coburgs. = 

It is a Prince of Coburg moreover who 
will in due course succeed to the throne 
of Great Britain on the death of Queen 
Victoria.

Like all true sons of Erin, the young Mar- 
quis of Waterford, head of the great Irish 
House of Beresford, is disposed to be super- 
stitious, and he gave a rather amusing - 
lustration of this peculiarity the other day 
on the occasion of the birth of his son and 
heir.

It was known for some months past 
that Lady Cromer was afflicted with an in- 
curable malady, and that under no cir- | 
cumstances could her life be prolonged be- 
yond Christmas, ff indeed until then. | 

Lord Cromer under the circumstances was 
unwilling to leave her side, their married 
life having been an unusually happy one. 
In fact, so resolved was he to devote every 
moment of his time to his wife while she 
remained alive that he sent his resignation 
to Lord Salisbury, and announced that under 
the circumstances it would be impossible 
for him to return to Egypt this winter and 
to undertake the duties of British Pleni- 
potentiary there. 

Lerd Salisbury thereupon wrote to him, 
appealing to his patriotism to reconsider his 
resignation, and pointing out how vital it 
was to British interests that they should 
be confided at the present moment, and in 
this time of acute crisis, to a statesman pos- | 
sessed of his vast experience of Egyptian 
matters. 

Lady Cromer saw this letter and imme- 
diately insisted that her husband should 
withdraw his resignation and upon accom- 
panying him back to Cairo, although she 
was dying at the time, so that no reluctance 
about leaving her behind might deter him 
from returning to his post.
